“The City of Upland Is Plan- 
ning for the Future” is the title 
of an article recently written by 
Richard A. Ibanez, a member of 
the city planning commission and 
the city council and one of the 
most aggressive leaders here in 
the effort to stimulate public in- 
terest in municipal planning. 

“Jt hopes to guide the inevitable | 
changes that will take place,” he 
said relative to the commission’s 
plans. “It hopes to preserve for 
tomorrow those things in the com- 
munity that are considered beau- 
tiful today; it hopes to make at- 
tractive for tomorrow those things 
that are not considered attractive 
today. In short, through planning, 
it hopes to retain and add to those 
things which make the commun- 
ity an attractive and desirable 
place in which to live.” 

MANY PLANS 
“The plans which have been con- 








sidered are many. They range 
from prejects which can be and 


must be carried out immediately | 


following the war to more am- 
bitious projects which can never 
be completely realized, but only 
approximated.”
